OPEN .LETTER. TO ROOSEVELT. 
A Special Correnponditnt- Predict! Ulti-

A Practical Sermon 


' For the subject of his practical and 
helpful sermon. Rev. Robert C. Denl- 
son chose "The Christian Law 
of 
Life" his text being in the tenth chap- 
ter of Luke and centering, In' 
the 


verse "Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul and with all thy strength 
and -with'all thy mind; and thy neigh- 
bor as thyself." 


One must be struck at'once by the 


simple beauty of this law of life. 
Christ put His law In a few words 
and any man with an honest and sin- 
cere heart can understand them. An- 
other striking- thing, about the law Is 
the manner In which It waa proved. 
When the lawyer asked Christ what 
the law'was. Jesus replying 
asked 


what he thought about It and 
•man answered In the words of 
the 
the 
text. 
The law was In his' own heart, 


not something that was forced upon 
him from the outside. 
It 
springs 


up from within and If man obeys the 
law It Is not because .he Is forced to 
but -because there Is something with 


N in his own heart. 


The law is impressive because 
It 


Bays so much In so little . 
It doesn't 


give the details of life nor pin a man 
down to a_certaln thing. 
It simply 
tells him to open his heart to the love 
of God and then he will choose the 
right' things to do. 
The man who 


follows this law will be the true man 
In the church, In the home and In his 
dealings with his fellow-men. 


The law needs no explanation but 


Jt may be translated 
Into 
modern 


language. 
It means that man Is not 


to live as though all there was In life 
•was to. eat. drink, amass a fortune 
and have a good time; as though he 
could not learn 
somethii/g of 
the 
great .eternal things; as though men 
•were merely Insects buzzing against 
life's pane of glass and when 
the 


frcsts .of old age come they are to 
'drop down and die and that is tbe end. 


It means none of these thlnge. It 
means that we are to live and that 
God Is our Father, that we can go to 
him, trust him, love him and not be 
afraid even to go out In death because 
He Is there. 
Some men say 'It is 


hard ,to find God but any man can find 
him by days of love and prayer. 


The second part of the law does 


not mean, that we are to Ignore the 
evil In men or to be easy In, deal- 
ing with bad men but It means that 
•we are always to be true, to put cur- 
selves in others' praces and deal with 
them as we would be dealt by. 
If 


. we are ^employers we should try to 
think what kind of an employer we 
would want and then be that kind of 
•aa employer. 
If laborers, wo must 


think what kind of working men we 
•would want to hire and then be that 
kind of workers. 


This law 'is the law of life, not a 


law. ' it is not one way to live. It is 
the only way to live. 
Man will never 


discover any other way to be truly 
happy, truly successful or truly great 
no matter 
^what his circumstances 
may be. 
If he Is wealthy he must 


••"•\admlnl8ter his fortune according to 
God's law of love. 
. 


If he tries to live any other way 


.than In faith toward God and kindli- 
ness toward his fellow-man, his heart 
will wither up and his life will, 
be 


narrow, 
discontented and 
anxious 
what an a poor man do with his dally 
struggle but to flll'lt with the love of 
God and enrich It with hla content. 
What Is the best thing a man ever 
gets In. this Jlfe? 
The 'materialist 


will say riches with which to satisfy 
the body. 
The sensualist will say a 


good time, the scholar, wisdom- but 


cry day. Are the men who follow the 
law of the world so happy that 
we 


want nothing better. Nothing ^so well 
proves that there is no other law as 
to try to live In some ether way. 


There are many wrong and unjust

The better the quality of 


the tobacco the easier .will It be to 
dampen It just right. 
In a cold rain. 


It should be taken down rather dry; 
it will dampen more when warmed up 
later.. As soon as It Is In good, or- 
der, no lime should be lost* In taking 
down as much as can be stripped 
without getting the piles warm. Tc- 
bacco on hooks Is taken from the 
laths at once and piled about three 
feet high, making the piles double, 
lapping the tips only slightly. 
and 


making .'them as long as wanted, 
taking care that none of It touches 
the ground anywhere. "This has to 
lie stripped within a day or two to 
prevent Its heating. 


Tobacco on stringing laths can be 


piled on the lath on platforms made 
of poles In six or seven cornered piles 
from six to eight feet high, and 
If 


neatly done with a'liole In center of 
pile, can be left for weeks If prop- 
erly covered with cornstalks, which 
make by. far the cheapest and best 
covering. 
It is always best to atrip 


tobacco as soon as taken down, for If 
left in piles It Is more or less liable 
to get damaged by becoming stained 
by frozen stalks, by the bottom leaves 
drying out or water getting onto It 
In some way. 


When stripping It Is for the bene- 


fit of the'grower to put the bundles 
up In a neat way, dropping out all 
rubbtsli, having the leaves all stalght, 
as this will help greatly In assort- 
ing the crop. 
By using clean, strong 


paper, making the bundles all one 
size, about 12 Inches square, weigh- 
ing about forty pounds, not Dressing 
them too hard, tobacco will easily 
bring one *or two cents per pound' 
more than when put up In a slovenly, 
slipshod manner, which very 
often 


will prevent a sale altogether. 
After 


tobacco Is bundled it Is well not to 
nit them more than one deep* until 
t is thoroughly cooled off.' wTien It 
nay he put In compact piles three or 
'our bundles deep and so preventing 
it from drying or shrinking.

was completed a few days ago. Nev- 
er before in the history

steaming was the swiftest ooea'n steam- 
er so far ahead of the best sailing un- 
der, any other flag. The .Americans 
held the field;.from 1850 to 1866, but 
their best boat was never more than 
half a knot swifter than the best of
